AS “DUEL TO DEATH” |.

Mr. Bryan spoke following: the din- 
ner which was attended by Jein T. 
Scopes, members of counsel for both 
parties to the suit, leadef's in Dayton’s 
civic life and newspapermen. He 
avoided details of the Scopes ease, 
saying the case would not be tried in 
the newspapers, but in court.

It has been in the past ‘a death 
grapple in the dark; from this time 
on it will be a death grapple in the 
light. For this trial is going to 
give information or be the means of 
bringing out information upon which 
this controversy will be decided. 

“If evolution wins, Christianity 
goes—noft suddenly, of course, but 
gradually, for the two cannot stand 
together. They are as antagonistic as 
light and darkness; as antagonistie as 
good and evil. Heretofore evolution 
has been like.‘the pestilence that walk- 
eth in darkness.” Hereafter it will be 
‘the destruction that wasteth at noon- 
day.’ 

“Opponents of Christianity under- 
stand the character of ‘the struggle,’ ” 
Mr. Bryan declared, and from hence- 
forward Christians will understand its 
character, he said. Christians, he 
sail, believing the “revealed religion 
offers mankind the only abiding truth 

. will fight evolution as their only 
great foe.” If they are+-wrong they 
will, of course, be defeated and will be 
compelled to abandon ‘the Bible as the 
word of Ged, he declared. 

“If information furnished at the 
trial and brought out afterwards be- 
cause ot the trial shows evolution to 
be unproven and therefore unworthy 
of acceptance, science will have to fall 
back upon demonstrated truth, which 
has no terrors for Christianity. 

Not Afraid of Truth. 
“Christianity is not afraid of 
Bryan exclaimed. “It 
only opposes hypothesis pnt forth in 
the name of science but unsupported 
by facts.”

“Shall the people rule?” he cried, 
‘if not, who shall? 

lie insisted that the basie principle 
of the ‘Tennessee anti-evolution law 
was the theory that the people, speak- 
ing through the legislature, have a 
right to control the public schools. 
lle quoted figures. 

“We have more than twenty-five 
millions of children in schools and we 
spend nearly two billions of dollars 
a vearn. Who is to contro] the ex- 
penditures of money and the teaching 
of ¢hildren? 

No Substitute Offered. 

“Some of the irreligious editors have - 
scoffed at the idea of the schools be- 
ing controlled by those who support 
them but they have not yet pointed 
out any other control than control by 
the public. And they will find it 
difficult to set up any anthority in 
the United States independent of the 
publie themselves. 

“Qur constitutions may place re 
straints tpon legislatures, but the 
people nrake the constitutions and can 
change them. Our eourts may tem- 
porarily restrain legislatures, but the 
peaple create our courts and can 
change them. We might as well face 
the fundamental fact that in the 
('nited States the people are the source 
of power—the only course and will in 
the end control. 

“Arguments: must therefore be ad- 
dressed to the people. Expressions 
of contempt for the people are’ nut 
sufficient and they do not show the 
spirit that we have a right to expect 
in Americans.”

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COUZENS FAVORS 
CUT IN SURTAX 
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Chicago, July T7.— (?) — Senator 
Couzens, republican, of Michigan, 
who opposed the administration tax 
revision program in the sixty-eighth 
congress, recommends, in a signed ar- 
ticle published today in the National 
Income Tax Magazine for July, a re- 
duction of the maximum surtax rate 
to 20 per cent.
